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THE WAR AGAINST WAR 
Apparently the five-power plan to settle 
the Ethiopian question has drawn a unanimous 
response—in the negative. King Haile Selassie 
says he will be emperor or nothing, while Pre- 
mier MusSolini says the plan is “not only un- 
acceptable but derisory.” Meanwhile Italian 
troopships continue to ply the waters of the 
Suez canal while the Ethiopians have been put 
on war rations. 

That the League of Nations has reached the 
end of its resources in framing plans for settle- 
ment is not to be supposed, and further efforts 
to arrange matters may be expected. The 
doubtful point is whether any plan would be 
accepted now. Mussolini seems have ex- 
hausted the vocabulary in telling the world he 
intends to make war upon Abyssinia; and King 
Haile’s latest word is plain enough. If he is 
afraid of the outcome he is successfully dis- 
guising the fact. 4 

The one sgtisfactory thing is that the League 
has dared to make a bold stand and declare 
it will live up to the obligations of the coven- 
ant. That may mean t end of the League. 
since Italy has plainly declared it will with- 
draw if “sanctions” are employed. At that, the 
League might better die standing positively for 
law and order than live to be despised by great 
powers and mistrusted by small ones. At least 
it has tried to do its duty.

five years. Givén a tariff that would invite 
trade, instead of repelling it, Canada’s exports 
would sweil to a volume beyond that of all 
past years. 

Internationa] trade has been strangled, but 
it has not been killed. The first country with 
courage enough to invite others to buy its 
products—and pay for them in the only way 
they can be paid for—will get the first and 
largest benefits from the revival that is sure 
to come. 


THE POWER SITUATION 

City commissioners have been approached 
by some business interests who quite naturally 
fear that their businesses may be affected if 
precautions are not taken to assure them an 
uninterrupted power supply in the event of the 
city not renewing its agreement with the Cal- 
gary Power Co. 

Their fears are based on the fact that in 
1929 it was thought necessary to enter into a 
contract with the company in order to guar- 
antee uninterrupted power to Edmonton indus- 
tries. The plant is now that much older, but 
has not been extended, with the exception 
boiler which was installed 
in 1932, while the city and its power needa 
have grown. 

The service, since the agreement was en- 
tered into, has been eminently satisfactory, say 
the users of power. 

It is not questioned that the present contract 
has resulted in not only a saving in operation, 
but a saving in capital expenditure which 
would have entailed annual charges. 


Under these circumstances the council 


should give serious consideration to the matter 
of the renewal of. the agreement, particularly 
having in mind that the company has offered 
to enter into even a better contract than the 
existing one.

BUILD THE PEACE RIVER 
HIGHWAY 


To build a new highway on higher ground 
along the shores of Lesser Slave Lake wiil, it 
is said, cost $100,000. That apparently will have 
to be done, whatever the cost, and there should 
be no delay in tackling the job. 

But that is only part of the larger project 
of creating a standard, permanent highway all 
the way from Edmonton to Peace River. That 
is the next major undertaking of the kind to 
which the Provincial GoverNment should turn 
its attention, and it may very well do this now 
when extensive alterations and improvements 
have to be made to the stretch that was flooded 
during the past summer. 

Outside the Yukon, the Peace River country 
is the largest inhabited area in Canada that has 
no highway outlet worthy of the name. It is 
time to end that situation finally, by building a 
properly constructed and gravelled trunk road 


trict with the other settled parts of the 
province. 
This is due to the people of Peace River. It 


is due to the business interests of the province 
at large. It will have to be done if there is to 
be any such thing as a large extension of settle- 
ment and development there. 

The Dominion Government has just granted 
the province of Manitoba assistance to the 
amount of $1,250,000 for the construction of 
highways in that province, assistance which 
the Provincial Government did not expect to 
get. A highway to Peace River is of even 
more importance to Canada than the improve- 
ment of existing roads in Manitoba. 

The Government of Alberta would be 
entirely justified in making immediate appli- 
cation to Ottawa for a similar measure of 
financial help to build a standard, permanent 
highway outlet and inlet to this great and 
potentially greater wealth-producing area.

| The Passing Show 


By J. S COWPER 

Have you noticed how bright the moon is 
these nights! 

In September the moon is nearer the earth 
than at any other time of the year. Hence the 
phrase about the harvest moon. It originated 
in the nabit, when days were hot and the moon 
very bright, of working in the 
harvest fields by moonlight, 
instead of in the heat of day. 

This year there is an un- 
usual combination of causes 
to make the moon much 
brighter than usual. That 
combination hasn't occurred 
for fifty years, so the astron- 
omers say. Usually the moon 
is not full when it is in per- 
igee. Now it is in perigee— 
J. S. Cowper the September perigee is the 
closest of all to earth—and the moon is full. 

Don’t let anyone apply the theory of the 
influence of the moon-—the ancients called 
crazy men luna-tics because they thought they 
were craziest when the moon was full—to any 
recent or current events. At least, not to events 
in Canada at large or in Alberta in particular. 


Battle fleets assembling for peace-time prac- 
tice in the Mediterranean, remind us how they 
assembled for peace time manouvres in the 
channel in August, 1914. People are wonder- 
ing whether Britain plans to close the Suez 
canal to Italy in the event of hostilities be- 
tween Italy and Ethiopia. 

It isn’t so easy as all that. ’ 

Contrary to common opinion—due perhaps 
to the film and stage play “Disraeli” which 
tells of Britain buying Suez canal shares— 
Great Britain does not own the Suez canal. 
She hasn’t even a majority representation on 
the Board of Directors. If memory is true 
there are six French, two Dutch and two Brit- 
ish directors. Even if Britain owned the canal 
outright she couldn't refuse the use of the 
canal to one nation without it being construed 
as an unfriendly act amounting to cause for 
war. 

In the event of war in which Britain is a 
participant, she would, of course, stop all enemy 
traffic through the Suez canal and through the 
Straits of Gibraltar by declaring a blockade. 
Italy could not brook interference with her 
right to use the Suez canal any more than 
Britain could, without declaring war. 

That is why the concentration of British 
fleets in the Mediterranean and the extreme 
efforts of British statesmen to avoid war be- 
tween Italy and Ethiopia have great signifi- 
cance. Our British-Israe) friends lay emphasis 
on the Scripture that promise the Israelites the 
possession of the gates of their enemies 
Gibraltar and the Suez canal are the front 
and back gates of Mussolini's sea, the Mediter- 
ranean 


Sir Norman Angell, famous as a peace ad- 
vocate, has declared that: 

“The menace to democracy (from an 
Italian victory over Ethiopia) will be 
infinitely greater than would have been 
involved in a victory for pre-war Germany. 
Another unchecked successful assertion of 
Fascist military power, coming after those 
made first by Japan and Germany—the lat- 
ter having been unable to defy the victors 
within a few years of their victory—will 
in fact reduce the remaining great demo- 
cratic states of Europe, France and Great 
Britain, to something like impotence.” 

Sir Norman's declaration, coming as it does 
from a man who has always been opposed to 
war, is another item of deep significance 


The unkindest cut to our Liberal friends, 
now waging a cempaign for office in the Do- 
minion, comes from Der Feuhrer Hitler. The 
Liberals have always complimented themselves 
on having freed the slave, given votes to men, 
followed it up by giving votes to women and 
capped this gesture of democracy by inviting 
women into the parliamentary arena. Their 
view is that a woman is either a human being, 
or she is not a human being; that if she is a 
human being, she is entitled to all the rights 
and privileges of a human being—including the 
right to vote wrong, if she so wishes, 

Now comes Hitler, the mouthpiece of Na- 
tional Socialism, declaring that all these con- 
cepts of women’s rights are foolishness. Ad- 
dressing 50,000 women at Nurnberg last week 
he had them cheering their heads off when he 
declared: 

“National Socialism denies the Liberal- 
istic-Jewish-Bolshevist theory of women's 
equality, because it dishonors them 

I don't think the rotten institution known as 

parliament becomes better by women being 

in it, but, on the contrary, woman is dragged 
from her new pedestal by it.” 

It's bad enough for the Liberals in the pre- 
sent Canadian campaign, dishonoring women 
by giving them the vote and dragging them 
from their pedestal by admitting them to par‘ 
liament and the Senate. But suppose you were 
Mr. Woodsworth, leading a Nationa! Socialist 
party in Canada, having to justify women 
candidates and eppeal to women to dishonor 
themselves by voting. That calls for a good 
contortionist like Mr. Bennett. 


Tom Sopwith earned the gratitude of Britain 
and of British air fighters in the early days of 
the Great War when he produced the Sopwith 
Scout plane, enabling them to off-set the pre- 
liminary advantage the Germans had with their 
Fokkers.

Dr. McCoy's menus suggested for the week 
beginning Sunday, September 22, 1935: 

SUNDAY—Breakfast: Glass of grapefruit 
juice 30 minutes before breakfast; eggs, poached 
in cream, served on thin Melba toast; five 
stewed figs. Lunch: Oranges, as desired; glass 
of milk. Dinner: Roast chick- 
en or veal with Melba toast 
dressing; baked eggplant: 
cooked celery; salad of to- 
mato, asparagus (canned) 
and lettuce; ice cream. 

MONDAY — Breakfast: 
Baked egg; genuine whole- 
wheat bread, with butter; 
stewed prunes. Lunch: 
Cooked string beans; aspara- 
gus; shredded lettuce; glass of 
milk. Dinner: Vegetable 
soup; Salisbury steak; cooked small carrots; 
salad of raw celery and cold cooked string 
beans; baked apple. 

TUESDAY — Breakfast: Cottage cheese; 
applesauce. Lunch: Baked potato; cooked beets; 
endive salad. Dinner: Recast mutton; cooked 
turnips; salad of grated carrots on lettuce; Jello 
or Jell-well. 

WEDNESDAY — Breakfast: Coddled egg; 
broiled ham; Melba toast; stewed raisins 
Lunch: Macaroni (wholewheat) seasoned with 
butter; asparagus; raw celery. Dinner: Baked 
Belgian hare; cooked beet tops; squash; salad 
of shredded raw cabbag: and parsley; apple 
whip. 

THURSDAY—Breakfast: Wholewheat muf- 
fins and peanut butter; stewed pears. Lunch: 
Carrot loaf; cooked spinach; cooked celery; 
milk. Dinner: Vegetable soup; roast pork; 
cooked string beans; combination salad of to- 
matoes, celery and lettuce; no dessert.

FRIDAY—Breakfast: French omelet; Melba - 


toast; stewed prunes. Lunch: *Lima bean loaf; 
cooked small parsnips; salad of sliced cucumber 
with grated carrots. Dinner: Boiled white fish, 
seasoned with butter and chopped parsley; 
cooked okra; sliced tomatoes; gelatin with 
shredded pineapple added. 

SATURDAY-—Breakfast: Crisp waffle; two 
or three strips of bacon; stewed peaches. 
Lunch: Cooked carrots and peas; stuffed celery. 
Dinner: Roast beef; baked parsnins; asparagus; 
lettuce and celery salad; stewed apricots. 

*LIMA BEAN LOAF—Mash three cups of 
cooked lima beans through the colander, then 
pour one cup of milk through colander to take 
up remaining bean pulp, leaving only the skins 
in culander. To the puree and 2 beaten eggs, 2 
cupfuls of Melba toast crumbs, a little celery 
salt and.chopped parsley. Mix well, adding a 
little more milk, if mixture seems too dry, and 
bake twenty minutes in oiled baking dish 
Serve hot, dotted with butter. 


QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 

QUESTION—Mrs. G. D. writes: “I heave a 
light, thin skin and find that I bruise very 
easily. The lightest blow will cause a large, 
bluish discoloration of the skin which remains 
for days. Sometimes I do not even remember 
a blow which would account for the bruise.” 

ANSWER—Those with thin, tender skins 
often bruise more readily than those with a 
comparatively tougher skin; however, the tend- 
ency to bruise so easily must be considered ab- 
normal. Have an examination made. Very 
often, bluish discoloration of the skin such as 
you describe accompanies anemia and I there- 
fore advise that a blood test be included in the 
examination procedure.
